Mr. Shelton was born in F ran k ­ 
fort, Kentucky, 63 years ago. In 
the printing office of a relative 
there he learned the fundam entals 
of the printing business, which la t­ 
er was to call him Into varied sec­ 
tions of the world. While still in 
I Kentucky he serveA for a tim e as a 
member of the hom e-m ilitary com- 
I pany, and in him then was instilled 
a spirit of patriotism and love for 
country which was an outstanding 
characteristic 
through 
all 
his 
m m . 
As a printer of the old “hand 
set” school, he was, fot* several 
years, connected with newspapers 
in New York city. It was there and 
later in San Francisco and other 
w est coast cities, that he obtained 
the vast reservoir of reminiscences 
regarding prom inent people of pub­ 
lic life, and of the stage. It was a 
great enjoym ent to him to meet 
with printers, 
persons 
connected 
with the theater, and others who 
knew of the old fam iliar places and 
people th a t he knew so well, and to 
sit with them and reminisce. 
As the type setting machines be­ 
gan to revolutionize the printing 
industry, Mr. Shelton turned for 
a tim e tow ard salesm anship and

The yearn was ever with him for 
his original love, the newspaper 
business, however, and he returned 
to it in Columbia, Tenn. His atten 
tion then began to be centered in

operated The Twin City Telegram 
under lease fq£ a year. 
In the latter part of 1911, Mr. 
Shelton organized a stock company 
for the purpose of operating a dally 
ncw«paper/ h(!re.

was perfected after iponths of in­ 
tensive effort and Mr. Shelton pub­ 
lished the first issue of the present 
Aibany-Decatur Daily 
then 
The 
Decatur’s Daily, on February 26, 
1012. 
The first years of work in es­ 
tablishm ent of tlíév new enterprise 
took a severe toll b f his physical 
resources and his hqalth in the past 
few years has not b*en of the best 
but he continued a t hfc desk, giving 
of hi* tim e and his talent to the 
establishm ent of a paper of which

Last fall Mr. Shelton’s condition 
became worse and he was 111 at his 
home sometime.
